(Amendment) Rules , 1964 . 

2. In the Delhi Factories Rules , 1950 after rule 80 the

Management:

The following persons shall be deemed to hold confiden 
tial position in a factory: 

1. Stenographers

Any other person , who in the opinion of the Chief 
Inspector holds a position of supervision or management and 
is so declared by him in writing .
